PKOVINCIAL LEttlSLATLTlK. 

Fifth Parliament— Fourth Session. 

THIRTIETH DAY. 
T.'K.si)AV, March IS, 1890. 
The Speaker took tlio chair at liilO 
p. nt. 

Prayers by Rev. Dr. Reid. 

I'ETrrioN.'?. 
Hon. Mr. Jioaven iiroseuleil llio peti- 
tion of lOli Ilullet and about .'IfiU otiier.'i, 
praying LliaL in all coiilracts entered in- 
to liy tile legislature a clause l)o iii- 
serttiil [iroliiliitiiig llie oiiiploynieiit of 
C'liinesi! in any capacity; and also urg- 
ing llic Uoiisc to use tlieir iiilluence 
with the Doiuinion govoninieiit to have 
u similar clause inserted in the. Doinin- 
iuM coiitructs having reference to liritisli 
Culuinbia. 

The .Speaker ruled out of order' the 
petition of the reiiidents of Knipire val- 
ley and Cliilcoteii, prcaenluil by Mr, 
iSiiiilli, US ii askeil for an expenditure of 
pulilic niDiiey and was not addressed lo 
the Speaker or to the House. 

Tin; I'.fDni'.T si'i:i:ui' 

Hon. Mr. Turner in inoviug Ihn 
House into ooniniittue of supp y, .iaiil : 
Mr. Speaker — The ineiuhers of tliis 
House have already had plaocd Imfoi e 
then, fur cuiisiileratiou- the ,druUs of 
CMtiniates of revenue and expeudituiti 
for the liiiuiicial year couiui«ncing tlie 
lat .luly next. In making tlio usual mo- 
tion preparatory to going into conunit- 
ten of supply, 1 propose lo shortly re- 
view these eutiuiutus, and u,lso lo refer 
to tlio public accounts report for the 
past year, copies of \rliicli all nienibors 
have. This is now tlie third tiinu ihut 
1 have bad the hoiior.,aU> liriug the uu- 
nuat estimates before the Legislature, 
and I assure you. that on each occasion 
1 liavu felt great diffidence iujiddressing 
the House ou this important subjvct, 
but at the same time I liave had bome 
pleasure in doing it. This has no donhi 
arisen from the very prosperous und 
vneoiiragiup; condition of publio affairs 
til at I had to 'call atieutton to. My 
tnak would, no doubt, bavn been much 
Uiure difficult had I to refer to a defiisit 
und a fulling off in revenue. I well 
remember that after I liad introduced 
the budget lust year, gentlemen of the 
oppcsitiun complained that my speech 
waa too uliorl, in fact that was almost 
their only oompluint. 1 should hare 
liked to have taken it as 
a c(iin|)liinent, 1ml 1 could not. 
.•\s I wa.i ijuite uwaro 'diey were nuablo 
to foi u;uinle any real complaint iDnpecl- 
ing the conduct of tiiiauo.ial nflaira by 
tlie guvei iiiiiel, so they had, u> the oaly 
altoi native, to coinplaiu of tlie speech. 
I tlionglit tlion ami think still llmt in 
such uialters as wr Imvo before us it 
was best for a pUin buaiiiesa man to 
ina'-ie a plain 5t»teuieut, and in uu con- 
cise a lorui ax possible. Jmlead 1 ahouhl 
think it pioeiiinption on my part to en- 
large loo minutely on every item of ox- 
peiidituro or rev«oue when gentleman of 
iutuilligenco hare the printed public ao- 
conuls and cstimatet before tl>«m, and I 
am sure fully uuci»r8taiul thooo plain 
slatuniiiiita. I iiuite admit, oir, tbat | 
there have been iioeaBions when it wail 
important lo go not only ovsr the mat- | 
lor before tho House, but also to review 
the tiuuiicial bisitory of the prorince both 
before and liuco confederation, but that 
work waa .so ubly done ou one occasion 
by a gentleman who is still a member of 
this Home that it is ((uits unneceiaary 
for nie to attempt it, eveu-if I felt ccpial 
to the task. My intention is not to de- 
tail tho House at any great leugtb, hut 
as this is tho lust aeieion of tbu Houie, 
and very probably tlio last time 1 shall 
ever have tlia honor to appear in this 
position, 1 ask iudulgenee in taking up 
your time by reviewing somewhat the 
important subject of our resources. Be- 
fore taking up the estimates for the 
next year, I propose to refer to the 
I'ublio Accoants report for last y«ar, 
I do this especially to correct the state- 
meats made in this HoBse that the gov- 
eriimuul purposely underestimate rev- 
enue in order to be able to oonie before 
this House and say: "We are happy to 
announce that the revenue exceeds the 
estimates." Tho hon. gentleman who 
made timt atateniant most likely did ipn 
bslioTc it himself. From bis o.vporiunco 
of govornmenls he knows well that tlie 
iniiiicnnientt arc to ovorestiin.ite rev- 
enue rather llian tho revarae. It was 
fur-lhur charged tbat tho •slimatca wen. 
hluiidcring and iuoorreut, both rovemie 
and exjitiiditure largsly sxce^ding what 
they were rstiniatud at, 1 wonlil htiro 
nbocrve thai w.'s tar ay reyenno is oon- 
l eiiieil, at any rate, it i.s far bettor lo 
uii(lere,itiin?itn than to overualiniatc ; hut, 
ill lealily, though llin receipl« last yaar 
wei'tf siinie $l(i,">,iKlil ovur the oalculat ion, 
ihiftexeshs was caused in groat mc-asurs 
hy ciixnun»ti>nc«!> which could not bo 
taken into ucoount when the unliniales 
wore made; for instance, som« ^l>7,0l.XI 
of this excess arose from Und ssles. 
.And the ieasoii of thit was tbat uftgr 
the ealiinates were HubiniUed the g.ivern- 
iiieiil saw that it would be a very favor- 
able lime to Bell at auction, and lha 
prices realized proved thai it whs 
right. Well, as this aalo could 
not thorefore be calculated on , then 
arising from increased land sales there 
wero increased registration receipts some 
~~ (KK). Then there were increased fees 
from Chinese immigration $3,000,so that 
the estimates were not very fur out after 
all. Then, on the other baud, the ex- 
penditure exceeded the estimates by|68,- 
80'J, but of this excess the cost of tholn- 
<lian trouble at Skeena in .Inly, 1SS7, ac- 
count for #12,000, the coats in preinoiis 
metals case $C,700, keep of prisoners 
?S,00(), Tile Governui.iit could not 
ha expected to proviile a sum of 
money in March for on Indian 
rf"in^; ill July following, nor could 
liiuy e,tpec;t that there blioiild ho a Slid- 
len addition to tho keep of jirisoiiers, 
riien besides thoso tlierd was the la- 
pendiluro for quartz mill i'2l,(K)0, wliich 
wu« piiid under the Bt.itiUo and con- 
seijipiitly cniild not appear in the 
estimates. It will be seen, tlioreforc, 
Uuil the dil!'ci'«iico betirecu the aolual 
and the contnnplalod •ipeiidilnre if, 
very small indeed. It is hardly worth 
while taking up the balf-ycarly public 
licconnt report lo .'iOth Doc. last, other 
than lo say, as .1 have said before, that 
this is uot a very useful report thougli 
it coals a good deal to get uii. I say so, 
sir, because from tho necessity of the 
case, it is very niisloadiiig to any one 
not fully conversant with our nllairs, 
indeed, it is used by some parties pur- 
posely to miileud. This report has been 
mndc to show that the rcTenue is falling 
off and the expenditure heavily incr«ns- 
ing, and'things generally going to tho 
bad; and the ground for Ibis is that 
the greater part of cuiicudik- 
ure voted for the year has been 
used in the first half of the fiuanui.sl 
year, July to January, whereas, of the 
revenue but a small part of taxes comss 
ill until June o^ th* j^following year. 
The expenditure is' necessarily large in 
the first six months in order to got pub- 
lic works completed before winter. I 
will now take up tlia estimates for Iks 
flnancinl year, commsnoing July 1st 
next. The reTSBue is put down as

sales acobdnt for $160^000 inoreass. The 
amount under tbU bead :ii based on the 
very large sales last y^ar, the still In- 
creasing sales this year, and tbo large 
number of applications for purchase 
now in. I may observe that these sales 
mean increasing populutinn and ooii- 
Bsqaonlly inorcaning revenue. Arising 
from land sales there is an increase of 
(7iOOU iu. registry fees. Timber royalty 



shows an increase of $15,000, this mny 
be fairly counted on from the largo tim- 
ber mills going up and shortly to be in 
operation. There aro other iiicroases of 
minor iniporUiiee, lull I will now pass ti i 
esliinaUs of e.xponiiitiuu, this ainouuts 
to .$<IIO, 111, or .¥1'),I)S0 over thu present 
year, and arises inainl}' from education 
and .survoya. Under salaries there is an 
increase of aliout $i),00t», owing to the 
absolute necessity of establishing a 
registry olUco at Vancouver, tho pros- 
sure of work at Weslminster being so 
great thai it was found imposailile to 
keep up with it. The ollice will no doubt 
be a public boon. There are several 
employees who liavu hitherto bc^on paid 
Kb lomporary assistants now placed on 
the regular list, which accounts for 
Homo of tliu increase of salaries. 
Under the bead of legislation appears 
an increase of $7,r).')0 to provide 
for the gciiorul election expenses that 
would take place before iio.xt winter. 
There is a small increase under the liead 
of liiispitals which does not call for re- 
mark. One of the most iiiiportant sub- 
jects of increase is ICducalicui. This we 
tind down for about Ji!0, 000 more than 
last year, making the vote $Mi),7>^0, and 
tliihia in addition totliecostof now scliool 
liou-,es, which comes under another 
beading, lo the ('.xtent <d .still, 0(1(1; lull 
this large amount is not one cent more 
than is rci|uir«d to carry on the educa- 
tional system of the province. Tho 
school population ia so rapidly increas- 
ing that wc may look for at leaat a sinii- 
lar iucreiiao in this item of cxpeiniitui u 
every year for '^omo liniu to 
como. The amount is largo in 
proportion to our ' revonue; but 
it is, after all, an e.xpenditure iu the 
right diroction — it ia belter to p:iy for 
schools than for oiiininalB, and we rely 
on good results from this expenditure, 
Thu increase musl be sal islacloi y, at any 
fale, as evincing the pioiliictive cliarao- 
lor of the iinjviiico. The rolo for I'ul)- 
lic works amounts to $273,000, a slight 
fulling off from lust year, which I sball 
liuvc to refer to again later ou. Under 
Surveys we find a vote of $30,000. This 
is one that I feel sure will oommenTl it- 
self to every member of the House. The 
time has arrived when it is absolutely 
necessary for the future good of the pro- 
vince that more definite information re- 
specting the public domain should b«t 
had and made accessible to all, 
such information us will give not 
only the quantity of land, but 
also its chaructar ami adaptability 
for agriculture, mining or timber in 
duatries all so fairly mapped oul thai 
iinmigranls miglit bu able in tbo land 
olfpje almost lo select suitable locations. 
This Work of survey is a great one. Wo 
only begin il by this vote; as we gel 
furl her infornialiou reBpeeting tbo couu- 
try it will he possible to lay down more 
detinite plans for future work. It is 
confiilently hoped that the information 
to bo obtained, oven by tbo early sur- 
veys, will denuiiisLrale the adv,\ntages 
of the province for settlers. The next 
head of expenditure is inisccllanenuH, 
An increase ajipears hero of some :?.>,- 
(IIMI, and arises from the vote for the 
imperial Institute. Thi« sum ia put 
down with a view to havi! the province 
represented in the maguiticent building 
now being erected in London, The 
object of this instiluto is to bring to- 
getlier thu natural luoductiouH and 
lineal works of India and tho wbcdo of 
the depeudencies and colonies of tlreat 
iiritain. It is lo bu a permnnenl exhi- 
bition, combined with what 1 might 
term a vast club houso for tho tiso of 
tho people of all the dependencies of our 
vast empire, where pcoplo from every 
part of it can meet and interchange 
ideas or obtain tho most reliable infoi- 
niatiou of all the countries that aro 
tinder, the British flag. The whole em- 
pire has cordially responded, and will 
join heartily in making this one of the 
finest and most representative exhibits 
of the times. I have now gone over the 
main estimates, and will advert again 
to the vote for public works 
an4 roads, streets and bridges : 
works which contribute so greatiy to 
the advancement of our province. I 
said this vote was slightly'reduced from 

May of t he present year. This is cor- 
rect as far a.s the main estimates go. 
Vou nie aware thai these estimates are 
lor tlie year beginning July 1st next, 
and that the money voted under them 
cannot be used until that dale. Now, 
the j/overnment were convinced that it 
would greatly benelit every dislric:t in 
the province if iuipiw'tant works on 
roads, bridges, schonU and other iui- 
provoineiits could he commenced oarlitr 
- the very best part of the year 
lor doing such worl; being piidi- 
ably ill April, May and .luno. In order 
In l ai I y out this idea it was rcsoh'od to 
lay Ipcforc the Hou-'e large sii))pleiiicnt- 
aiy e,-<tiiiiales for the picsonl year uj) to 
.1 Illy, thus cnanliiig beiielicial works lo 
go on imiiiedialely, making tlie roadu nt 
a good season und iu time tor the auiii- 
iiier tratlic over them, and by .i w ise u.x- 
jienditute in this iliroctiou providing 
early employment for those in want of 
it, and probably retaining many in the 
country who might be otherwise looking 
elsewhere for employment. Towards 
this end some 3100,(M)0liaabeen pntdown 
in the supiileuicntary estimates for works, 
roads, etc. , and f l, (Kid for surveys to 
enable parties to be got out early, Tliese 
sums added lo the main estimates for 
public works amount to nearly S400,- 
000, to be expended, I may say, all in 
the best way to help forward 
the progress of British Columbia. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, if we refer to the 
estimates a^am we see that for next year 
the expenditure isputdowuat$914,(i!)l. 
In addition to this there is the supple- 
mentary sheet already referred to am- 
ounting to $153,101, or a total of over a 
million dollars expenditure before the 
.'iOth .luno, 1891. I am roally afraid 
this sum may seriously alfect tho nervos 
of some of the hon. genllemeu of Iho 
opposilioii. We all know bow depressed 
lliuy have fell almut the finances of the 
country for the last four years. Hy 
their slatenients and the statementB of 
their ni^wspapers, the public has ia^'ii 
informed thai llritiah (olir.nbia was 
Hleadily going, us far as lii.r.occs were 
coiiceriiod, to the doga. It was positive- 
ly asserted two years back that before 
l'«S!(all of Ihe million dollar loan wouM 
have been c.X|iciide(l and the province 
bopelosaly sunk in ilolit. What will 
thoy «sy now to such an expcndilure ,if 
is set out in the csliiiiates licloio us? 
It must be a very trying time lor ihom: 
but, sir, as 1 do not witli to keei) them 
long in BUspuiiBo, I will go stiaigbt lo the 
point at once and assure them llint 
everytliiug is all rigid. W(^ shall kave 
plenty of luoiiey, wilhoiit anj' incrcasu 
of taxation, to pay for all the impoi taut 
public works about to be prosecuted, 
and all tho oxponaea of tho province, and 
still Imvo on llic.'lOlh of Juno, ISOI, from 
.?.'jO,()UO to $(10 OOll good money in hand. 
The Hiippleiiioiitary amouul, i!l.")'2,0O0, 
to be paid before July this year, will 
leave us still with 4^50,000 on band to 
commonco I89I with, ami it will bo ob- 
served that the estimates for that year 
show a surplus of revenue over expen- 
diture, which is u very autisfaotory con- 
dition of affairs, and has uot occurred 
for many years. A great deal has been 
said about the extravagance of this gov- 
ernment in expending for several years 
far more than the revenue. If wo ex- 
amine the accounts for the last four years 
wo sball see tliut tho total rovcniio in 
that time was g'2,4r)l, 851, and llie ex 
peuditure $.'),IoO,01ii, showing an excess 
of expenditure over revenue of 9008,149. 
Thill looks like getting into debt, but is 
not so. In 18Bu a loan of a million was 
raised to pay oil' tho floating debt, Borat: 
Sf30O,O0O, and for public works to de- 
velop the oountry, In that four years 



tho sum of 81,050,446 wns expended in 

public works, a groat part of which 
aliould bo charged against the loan, as 
thai ia what it waa raised for. This 
douQ it will be seen lliat the revcnuo 
each year was over the oxpendituro. I 
hold that a great part of tbose public 
works are assets, valuable assi't.i, of the 
province. Now, if we turn to the bal- 
ance sheet of tho |irovince wo see lia- 
bilities of province over asseta, fOOO,- 
000, bill ill examining the account it 
will be seen thai the only assets taken 
into consiiloralion are the sinking fund 
and the aiiioiiiit under teriua of union, 
mo. Li, anil some other sinr.ll amounts. 
A"^!) real pro|)erly of the couiilry ia 
vulueil. Now for a Imsineas firm or a 
eoiiip.uiy, if they build a warehouse, a 
ship or purchase a lot, would, at tho 
.stock taking, put it down as an asset iu 
ihe balance slicel. If the r«al 
property of tho province, ita court 
houses, jails, soIiooIb and roads 
wero taken down as assets, 
the liiilaiice sheet would then show that 
instead of having .■«li()i;,(K)0 liabilities 
tliero would be several million dollars of 
assets over our lialiiitt iea. I know that 
gentlemen of the opposition assert that 
this balance abect shows tbo jirovincc lo 
be steadily gelling into debt. Thoy say 
that in ISS7 the liabililies were some 
S.'ir).S,000, and on .'Hsl Decoinber last 
they wero §748,000, but this increaau is 
more imaginary than real. In that year 
tlie loan of a million was rai.sod, and 
really increasod the liabilities of tho 
province by a million, but a good deal 
of the nioiiey was not required al once, 
so it WHS de]josiled on iiitere-.t with a 
view to he gradually dr.iwn out for the 
piibiie works, etc. , llial it was raised 
for. ll ia gradually beiiiL; .-n-il for tho 
purposes indicated, and ficnu its use tlin 
|)roviiice has now reached the desirable 
position of being able to pay its way. 
It will lie seen tlial the lolal debt was, 
on .■iOlh Jmie la.st, only 800(3,000, whilo 
our revunuo is nearly a million. How 
very favorably this comparos with some 
cities or towns that wo all know of. 1 
have now gone generally over the finan- 
cial affairs of the province. I have 
shown thai by car^pful government and, 
al the same time, liberal cypendilure, 
the province has been virtually got out 
of debt ; thai the expenditure has had 
the efrect of, at any rate, helping tho 
prcseiil prosperity and increasing the 
revenue; so niilcli so, that in lha ye.ir 
ending .'idtli June, I.SOl, the income will 
exceed ex|ieiiililuro, and after that year 
the reveiiuu of the province will be very 
considerably increasod, under the lermu 
of union, from the jier ciqiita allowincc. 
This inci e-isi;d revenue and ex p.'ndit iiro 
base uised greatly increased work in all the 
depart iiiciits, but has not corresponding- 
ly increased the exp"nses of goveriiuicut. 
( )n the cimtiary. the exponsos now, in 
propiirlioii to revenue, arc fully 10 pnr 
cent, lu.is than ihey were ten years ago. 
The credit of the province has alio 
greally imprnveil. Iiisteail of having to 
pay 7 Jiei- cent, or .") per cent., if we 
wanted to liurrow, we could now do it 
at almost the lowi-st rate that any coun- 
try cull, 1 do noL prelend lo say that 
all our pr i»perity arises 'roui tlie gov- 
ci iimeiit. 1 ailniil that our lot has pro- 
bably fallen on happy times, whan such 
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a jji .iviiire ai this iiiusl naturally pro- 
gre-i-i. I am inclined, though, to 
tliiiik that cmintrics, like individimls, 
may have a tiile in their alFnirs which, 
taken at the Hood, leads on to fortune, und 
1 tiiiiik tliat llie I ioverument have seized 
tlie oppiirtuiiity and caught the tide, 
\\ e nee evidences of iiiereasing jiroeper- 
ity all around, in almost every part of 
thi^ proviiii'c. Koads, bridges, court 
houses, schools and other public useful 
works are going up, and accoiiipauy iiig 
these, iu the beautiful valleys of the 
Island, along the rich lauds of the 
Fraaer, over the sunny corulields and 
paaturea of Okanogon, Kamloops auj 
iN'icola, in fur off romantic Kootouuy, 
and even, perhaps, in Golden Cariboo, we 
sec the homes of the people rising until 
the miud'a eye may almost picture such 
scenes as lo remind one of the beautiful 
words of the poet on the "Homes of Old 
England," and which words may, at 
no distant time, peiba]is, be fairly 
applied to this great province;

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THE GREAT STRIKE. 

The miners' strike in Sugland is an 
erenl of great importance. If the coal 
aupply is materially Inssencd in ' conse- 
quence of it, there is hardly an industry 
in the Kiiigiioru that will not anffar. It 
is impossible from tho acanty informa- 
tion saul over tho wires to form an in- 
telligent opinion us to who are in the 
right and .who ace:in the wrong4n this 
dispute between > the minen and the 
mine owners. There are some who 
without inquiry will jump to the con- 
clusion that the employers are to blame. 
Capital with them ia alWaye in the 
wrong. There are others juit at ready 
to^pronounee againat the men and to 
deolare that they are exiloting' ifnd un- 
rea8onaI)le. It iii in tliia spirit thai rtia- 
putn.i between einphjyera and work- 
people are too oflen disousaed, and this 
ia what maUea a fair settlement often 
exceedingly dillicult and sometimes 
quite impossible. 

In order to form an intelligent opinion 
in a matter like this, much information 
ia ro(iuirod which is not acoesnible to 
tlie general reader. There is, we are 
({iiito safe in sayiug, not one man in ten 
thousand who is in a position to suy 
what tsa fair day's wages for afair day's 
work in tho British ccal mines. There 
are ' a hundred things to be taken into 
the'Caloulatiou, of which men of oven 
more than ordinary intelligence know 
nothing whatever. Thia consideration 
ought to cause nieu to be slow in coming 
to a decision in the matter, and ought 
also to make them desirous of obtaining 
all the information that can be had on 
the subject. 

The dispute which occupies to much 
of tho attention of tho people of Great 
Britain is one that ulTects employitrs 
and workmen all overtheciviUzod world. 
Everywhere men invest their capital in 
manufactures and mines and every 
where are there thouaauds who have 
nothing to diaposu of or to depwnd upon 
but their labor. In these duja, when 
intelligonco is so widely difTused and uo 
quickly convayed from one country to 
another,. no question of general interest 
can be said to be local. The ideas that 
prevail in one country soon extend to uU 
others, and the example set in one part 
of the world ujay aoon Ije followed in 
another part. The workmen of Ger- 
many, of France, of Belgium, of Italy, 
of Australia, of the United States and 
of Canada are, for instance, eager ob- 
servers of what is going on in Great 
Uritain, and the results of the great 
miners' strike must, to a greater or less 
extent, affect tho relations between 
•mployera and workmen: in. all these 
cbiintriea. It ia therefore to be honed 
that all tho parties concerned will act 
with prudence and discretion and come 
to tt conclusion which is equitable and 
which may safely be taken us a preced- 
ent in other countries, 
^f^he prpgreaa imd. the result of this 
'. .n^lEeare important "to' the employers 
and mine owners, but they arc still 
"more important to the workmeu. These 
latter stake a very great deal on the re- 
sult of the alrike. It it .said that tlioy have 
the moans to enable them to stand out 
four weeks. But the employers, tfinee4 
be, can hold out for foiir years." The 
'resonrces of many of the two hundred 
ana fifty thousand workmen will be 
wholly exhausted long before the four 
weeks have expired, and if they are to 
continue on strike they must be sup- 
ported by the more provident of their 
fellow workmen, and even 'if "there 'is a' 
'fund upon whioh the destitnte-strikers 
can draw, their soffisrings during a leng- 
thened period of idleness and those of 
their wives and dhildren caimot but be 
veryj^reat. Tinieand lumger >vill work in 
favor of tin- einployers. The men must 
have work after a not very long while or 
atarve. They may cause inconvenienoe 
and losa to others, but they will be the 
worst sufTarera themaolves. This is why 
strikes are so imsatiafactory as a means 
of settling labor disputes. 

A fe>v niontli.'i ugf» when the London 
docks laborers went out on strike they 
■ had with them the sympathy of a. very 
large number of the 'British people, not 
of ' their own class alone, but of other 
'elasses. Rich people an'd' people m 
conifort.ible circuni.-ilaneea took their 
part, encouraged tli(!m to hoM out and 
contributed to their support. But we 
do not read that the miners haveat their 
backs this powerful moral and material 
Bttpport. Wa have not yet seen bow 
''ihe people of the ihren kingdoms regard 
the movement of the miners. They may 
conaider them in the wrong, and may 
hold aloof. If thoy do the miners stand 
bat a poor chance of succeeding ulti- 
mately. On the other hand, the great 
body, ' of the people may sympathise 
with them as they did .with . the dock 
laborers, and in that case the- chances 
of their obtaining what they are con- 
tending for will be very greatly im- 
proved. I'ulilic opinion in (.Jn at liritain 
is very strong indeed, and ihuie are few 
who are bold enough to set it at defiance. 

This and other strikes show how 
needful it is that some means of acttling 
the difToroncos between employers and 
work people hIiouIiI be foiniil. Could 
not some tribunal, in which both the 
capitalists and the \ orkmen had con- 
fidence, be established to arbitrate be- 
tween thorn when disputes arise ?

If hn and those who are working with 
him can find some way of preventing 
such strikes OS the one .'i|ri|icb is now 
throwing tho industries of Great Britain 
into confusion and is entailing suDcring 
upon millions connected with the wage- 
earning chbsca, will he not confer a very 
groat benefit on the eiviliiation of our 
age, and deserve well of mankind i!

Tlio grass 
is as greenas it was in tho time of Noah, 
and the foliage of the trees is as luxur- 
iant and as rich in color as it was when 
Abol was a baby. Tho flowers are as 
abundant and spring from the earth ua 
luxuriantly, aa gladly, and they are as 
full of beauty aa when Cain in hia ilays 
of innocence gathered his first bunch of 
posies. There is nothing like the wan- 
ness or the feebleness of age about the 
generous and beautiful earth yet.

The 
provinolcl revenue tax, as supporting 
the schools, WM of first impor tanee ami 
was a, tribute that nono should object to 
paying. For this same 'year, IHSS-SO, 
tho estimate of oxpondituro had been 
placed at $793,430, the actual was 
.?858,002, showing the very serious ex- 
cess of about $05,000. .This went to 
show that tho Government should more 
carefully look after the disbiufleinent of 
the public moniea under tho piirtieular 
heads. One of the principal itema, the 
administration of justice, was generally 
unilcr-oatiriiiiicrl, iiltbougli with the ex- 
perience possessed by those in tho direc- 
tion of allairs sonielbiiig olso might 
naturally have boon expected. The 
revenue service had also been greatly 
under-estimated in the past, and onothor 
big mistake for the Government waa 
therein recorded. ? 'Miscellaneous" hud 
also grown largely from the .estimate. 
This bead included . /the amounts spout 
in the construction of a ipiartz mill, 
which properly should have been speci- 
ally jnovided for. Tho largo aupple- 
nieiitary ostimatcs wore, the lion, mcni- 
l)cr for Caasiar considered, fully 
justilied by the prospects of a 
revenue considerably in uxccss of that 
mimed; a larger sum should certainly 
have been put ilowii to the credit of 
provincial revenue tax. Ke expressed 
«ui |irise at the ligures luimed for streets, 
roads ami hridj.'es, ami reverted to what 
he termed the unjust regulations in re- 
gard to school maintenance. He Con- 
sidered that the cities ahotdd not be 
called upon lo (lay a greater proportion 
tlmii the districts loselicxd support; iioi 
did he think it was within tho power of 
the legishiture to pass the meaaur 
under which the special school tax waw 
eoUeeteil, although tho courts did ex- 
]ircr.s a contrary opinion. The city of 
\'ictoria practically received nothing 
from tlie ( loverniiicut, and ho lio[ieil 
soon lo sec thcta\ r(^ferred to abolished. 
It niiglit lie implied some other way 
and Work I'aiily, lait, lo so operate, it 
would of necessity have to be uuivers.il. 
Again referring lo the appropriation for 
streets, roads and bridges, he pronounced 
it cntiiely iiisutlicieiit, and not what the 
public had a right to expect; he also 
eomleniiied the Governnienl for neglect- 
ing the country's interests iu not 
placing a proper insurance on 
the reduction works recently de- 
btioyed by fire at Cariboo. Before 
resuming hia seat be took occasion to 
refer to certain remarks iimde by the 
Attorney-General only a few days ago, 
and which were reported in extt nsoiii 
The Colonist, from which he re.id. It 
was when a certain aniendnient to the 
.Municipal" Act waa under discussion, 
and Hon. Mr. Davie had in no measured 
language accused the Victoria board of 
Aldermen of misappropriating tho pub- 
lic money in mistalcen improvements to 
the Park, etc. After reading the speocb 
made by the Attorney-General as re- 
ported on that occasion, he (Mr. Grant) 
expressed the' opinion that the ihembbrs 
of the Victoria City Council had no 
reason to fear comparison with tho At 
torney-General in any way. That hou. 
gentleman Imd referred to them as hav 
ing been by accident placed iu a little 
brief anthority. Upon this score he 
did not think tho .Vttornoy-Geuoral bud 
any adviintage of them, aa all had been 
elected hy iniieh larger majorities than 
his hud been when be leeured a seat in 
iho House four years ago. People's 
opinions dillercil in regard to what con 
sliluted imiirovenieiUs, and the vei'' 
work that had been so severely eon 
ilcnmed by the Hon. .\ttoi iiey ( : cnera 
had been prcniounced njion by visitors 
to the city, who bad enjoye-d tie 
aiivanlages of e\t(}nded travel in terms 
of unmea-'ured praise. The defeat ol 
the Park liy-hnv h.ol not arisen from tlie 
opposition ot N'ietoria to park impn.ve- 
mcnt, but fnun personal feeling upon 
another by-law— tho S.iw .Mill FJonus 
by-law — which was voted upon at tho 
same time. If the Park by-law could 
ho again submitted to the ratepayers, 
and its friends evinced half the interest 
that its opponents did when the vote 
was hist takfii, he felt assured that it 
would crry with an overwhelming ma- 
jority. After reading ami commenting 
upon each particular sentence of Hon. 
.Mr. Davie's reniark.a, ihe bon. member 
for Caasiar characterized tlicni iis insults 
to tho elected representatives of 
Victoria, which were entirely un- 
called for, and which no gentleman 
would have given utterance to. Hon. 
Mr. Davie was tbe last man in the 
world to properly accuse the council of 
\'ictoria of blundering; be himself was 
the ]ierpclrator of more blunders than 
any one else in the House. The govorii- 
nient was advised to take in hand other 
new public works — ^railways especially, 
for without them the latent resources of 
the province could never be developed, 
•^lu veyH were conspicuously mentioned 
in tile estimates, and their necessity was 
admitted by all in the bouse; this wus a 
liubjrct he had directed attention lo 
long before, and he held the govoniinoiit 
hlamalde for so long neglecting their 
duty in this direction. 'I'he r.iilway 
bell on this island should have been de- 
iiiied long ago, and he hopod action 
would now be taken lo have itsurvej'ed. 
Ht. hoped that the ecnmtry would con 
tinui: lo prosjier, although il was more 
than could he expected while the pres- 
ent government retained the reins of 
power. 

Hon. Mr. Duvie hoped that when the 
time for change of government did ar- 
rive there would be superior material to 
select from than was now to bo found an 
the opposition benches. Referring to 
the leader of the opposition, a man 
whose politics were nil, could liml no 
more dignified subject thau'an anony 
mouB slandorcr (such as he hud ijiies- 
tioned the leader of the governnienl 
about a few days ago) would scarcely 
be deemi-d woi lliy to be tbe leader of a 
govcnitnent. He diil not see much in 
the remarks of I lie last speaker worthy 
of anssvi:!, but his reference to his (.Mr. 
Davie's) spcccli a short time since on the 
pro|iosal to allow the .Municipal (,'ouni;il 
to injni ionsly all'ec:l private pioi,>erty 
n il hnut milking compensation required 
col lection, lie (.Mr. Davie) on tho oc 
c ision alliidi.'d to liad deiiininced the 
proposed measure in strong tc:rins, hut 
he had icfcired only to the oMicial 
comliicl of those who had proposed so 
dishonest a si'heiiie, not in any 
way their private cli.iraelers. .N'ovei-, 
eithei' outside of tbe llou.so nor in, 
had he been guilty of attacking private 
character— that ho would leave to mem- 
hurs of the opposition, particularly the 
nieniia-'r for Cassiar, who could not dis- 
cern belweun a scatliing relnike of pub- 
lic conduct and a Hlanderous allaek on 
private character. Ho hoped thai he 
might learn the difference in future. 
'I'ho private charactorH of the member 
f<ji ( 'assiar and those he defended were 
not placed higher by those characters 
being delemled licfore they were at- 
tacked. I'rocteding to the considera. 
tion of the legislative blunders ascribed 
to him (Mr. Duvie), he did not profess 
the high st«ndard of perfection assumed 
by bon. members opposite. He did 
not profess to be any better 
but olsimed that he was no worse than 
anyone else. Those who lived in glass 
houses shoubl not throw stones, and the 
authors of ihu law which exposed every 
mayor and alderman to a fine of $2,500 
for voting in the cily council should not 
.illiide to r,he faiicieil liliiiidera of olliiu' 
people. As lo the lailnre of lln; linanco 
minister to bringdown the return of tho 
lii.xcs rcniitled lo thoC. P. 11. within 
liftcim ilays, 119 tho opposition had no 
condemnation to offer iigaiimt the action 
of the government in reniitting the jior- 
tion of taxes idluileil to, he thought it 
would ha\u been far belter for the 
member for (':isMar to have uaiu nothing 
ivbiait the 111. .

Tho estiiiialcs were no^v before 
the House, and this waa hIiowii to be 
oxuctly the case. The receipts from 
land sales conslitutod nearly the whol» 
$100,000. Ho had also stated on tbe 
opening of the session that tho increase 
of actual over-estimated revenue would 
bo found to arise from tbe errors of the 
finance ministor in preparing tho esti- 
mates. He had t.ikcn this viow from 
thu record ' of that hon. ueutloman in 
tho past, which led him to expect 
similar errors again. The disorcpaneiea 
were of nlarming proportions, and 
showed that no reliance cmild be jilaced 
on any stuteinent or ligures placed be- 
fore the House by the tiuaiice minister. 
Tho rovonuo of this province was so 
small that it could be easily analyzed, 
and could certainly bo accurately dealt 
with by any business man of ordinary 
capacity. It was impossible for 
tbe tinanco minister to (iguro cor- 
rectly, and be was SIO.1,000 "out" 
in his estimates for IMS)); ho hud under- 
estimated tho revenue and receipts, 
overealimatcd certain other receipts, and 
subaequoiitlyrecfivod still other amounts 
which ho had made no provision for ut 
nil. It was typical of an alarming state 
of things when the bead of a dopart- 
ment made such gross errors. Tbe 
country might B8 woU have no govern- 
ment. The departments practically ran 
themselves. ' Take tbe lands and works 
department, for example — it was simply 
an engine of bribery, to corrupt the 
electors 'with their o^n money. Xn-thik 
department the ' eon tract system re- 
iiuircd by statute wsa almost com- 
pletely ignored, and day work, which 
was mentioned as to be resorted to only 
when tho contract system was imprac- 
ticable, wiia tbe rule rather than the ex- 
ception. Right in Victoria District the 
working of tbe day-work system waa 
well illuatraled. If there was an election 
the road boas was found to be the nioal 
active worUer for the goveinnient. If 
the men don't siippin t tlie gtjvernment 
they gel no work from hini. This was 
the grossest kind of bribery.

Then till! (jrcscnt governnienl secured 
flower and for seven months c'ari'ied cm 
the work by day labor. 'I'lu're w.is an 
example of coiisisteucy. The present 
syateni adopted by the Lands and 
Worka Department was prejudiiual lo 
tbe best interests of the country, as it 
prevented the settler from securing his 
rights and benefitted speculators solely. 
Under the system of aalo of unaurveyed 
land now in vogue anyone could pick 
out tho best of the public domain, have 
it surveyed siid then shut it up from de- 
sirable settlement. Tbousands of acres 
of land wer e annually purchased as pas- 
toral land at $1 an acre, which had not 
one churactcristic of pastoral land. The 
settler who came to British Columbia 
waa at the mercy of speculators, and 
after trying vainly to secure a home 
here he almost invariably drifted 
across to Washington, where liis 
rights were properly guarded and 
hia interests protected. What thu 
matter with the present gov- 
ernment was, waa that each member 
was too mucli engaged with bis private 
interests.
